Senior Boys Soccer 


The 2011 season was yet another incredible 
adventure for this group of boys. Winners of 9 major 
trophies in the two preceding soccer seasons, this 
group had quite the reputation to live up to. But the 
Senior Boys not only lived up to advanced billing, 
they exceeded it. The season started with a 3rd 
consecutive trip to the ISA Final. While the boys 
were unable to win a 2nd consecutive title, their 
dominance of AAA St. George’s, in the game, 
showed just how far the program had evolved in the 
last several years. 

They were also 2nd-placed in the AA/A league, with 
only one defeat in 9 games. The season ended 
dramatically, with 10 games in the last three weeks. 
The first of those four games were the AA Island 
Championships. This was the first time our program 
has attempted to qualify for the AA Provincials. 
And qualify they did, winning all four games and 
trouncing SMUS in the Island Final.

Senior Girls Soccer 


The 2012 Season was yet another incredible success story 
for our Senior Girls soccer program. The girls placed Ist 
or 2nd in every single competition they entered — this, 
despite the fact that many of these tournaments involved 
AA and AAA schools. The season started with a trip to 
Chilliwack, for the Best of the Best tournament; while they 
fell in the Final to Holy Cross, it was their first appearance 
in the Final of this tournament. 

As an encore to this achievement, the girls would make it 
to their 2nd consecutive UVic Tournament Final. With most 
of the biggest AAA and AA soccer programs in BC 
regularly competing in this event, it was quite an 
achievement to qualify for another Final. Unfortunately, it 
ended as it did in 2011 — with a loss in penalty shoot-outs 
after largely dominating play in the game. 

The remainder of the season was unprecedented for the 
number of starting players who suffered season-ending 
injuries. At one point, the team was without 8 players from 
the regular starting lineup. Almost any school in the 
province — whether A, AA or AAA — would be destroyed 
by such a fate. Not so with our girls! 


Despite these challenges, the girls would win their 
11th consecutive Island Championship, winning all 
four games by a combined margin of 29 goals for and 
0 against. The girls also went on to win their 3rd 
consecutive Independent Schools Championship, 
with a dramatic 4-2 victory in the Final against 
Crofton. No ISA BC girls’ soccer program has ever 
won three consecutive ISA titles — so this was quite 
the feat. 

The season ended in Kelowna, at the ‘A’ Provincials, 
where our bruised and battered team pulled off quite 
a feat just to make it to the Final. Even with all of the 
injuries they had suffered, our girls managed to 
dominate Southridge in a brilliant final; but we simply 
ran out of steam in overtime, eventually falling 0-2. It 
was a proud Silver medal, though, and an amazing way 
for our wonderful grade 12 group to sign off their GNS
